recommend the construction or purchase of movable

The size of the -house should be as as 
circumstances will permit—the larger the better ; ugh 
a house 2ft. square will accommodate a trio of birds 
comfortably. The height may be from 2ft. 6in. upwards. 
A covered as well as an open ruñ should always be provided, 
for as many of the varieties are decidedly delicate, it i:
